The circulation of the Loan Funds throughout the country, connected with 
the Board, in 1853, amounted to £842,803 ; it exceeded that of 1852 . by the 
sum of £103,747. The circulation of 1853 exceeded that of any year since 
1847. In the gradual increase of circulation in the past year and the preceding 
four years, there is evidence of increased activity in the operations of the dif- 
ferent Societies. 

The Capital of Loan Funds in 1853 was £212,338 ; it exceeded that of 1852 
by the sum of £26,067. The amount of Capital returned, it is to be observed, 
is that for which Societies are accountable, and not the amount wholly available 
for circulation. 

The number of Loans made in 1853 was 210,622 ; the increase of Loans over 
the number, of 1852, 18,752. 

The number of Notes, sold by the Board in 1853 was 218,400; the increase 
in tlie sale of Notes over that of 1852, 12,600. 

The number of Debentures sold in 1853 was 415; the increase of number 
over that of 1852, 22.

The Commissioners' opinion on tins subject remains ^ 

trust that the recent arrangements that have been m e u h iU als0 

the Government, and by the appointment of an additional clerk, who will 
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act, when required, for special inspection duties, will tend to promote the efficacy 
of this important branch of the system. 

The Board, in their former Report, expressed their opinion that— “ Notwith- 
standing the evil effects arising from want of due supervision on the part of 
managers, and malpractices of clerics and other salaried officers connected with 
Loan Funds, have been less obvious in the present than in the past year, the 
Commissioners see no cause to alter the opinion they expressed in their former 
Annual Report, namely, “ that some inquiry. Parliamentary or Governmental, is 
urgently required into the adequacy of the present machinery of local manage- 
ment, and of the existing legislative control over the institution, for the duo 
protection of the savings of the industrious poor that are invested in Loan 
Funds in this country.” 

And with a view, as far as lay in the power of the Board, to protect those 
interests from some manifest causes of danger and injury to them, the Commis- 
sioners, in compliance with a requisition from his Excellency the Lord Lieu- 
tenant, have addressed to the Government, under the advice of their counsel, 
some suggestions which appear to them desirable, as calculated to improve the* 
local machinery and management of the system.
